NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 26th February, 1974 

No. 6(26)/71-IC.~Para 2, Para 3, Para 4(f) and (g), Paj'a 5 and Paras 6(ii), 
(iii), (iv) and (x) of the “Transport Subsidy Scheme, 1971” published in Part I, 
Section I of the Gazette ol India—Extraordinary on 27th July 1971 (S. No. 109) 
stand amended as under; 

“2. commencement and duration.—It comes into force with effect from 15th 
July 1971 for selected areas (A) and with effect from 24th August, 1973 for 
selected areas (B).” 

"3. Applicability.—It is applicable to all industrial units (barring plantations, 
refineries and power generating units) both in the public and the private sectors, 
irrespective of their size In the selected areas (A) and (B).” 

“4(f) Definitions.—The Selected Area.s (A) mean the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir and the North Eastern region comprising the States of As-sam, 
Meghalaya, Manipur, Nagaland and Tripura and the Union Territories of 
Arunachal Pradesh and Mizoram; and the Selected Areas (B) mean the State of 
Himachal Pradesh and the Hilly Areas of Uttar Pradesh State compri.sing the 
dlstricta of Dehradun, Neinital, Almora, Pauri Garhwal, Tehri Garhwal, Pithora- 
garh, Uttar Kashi and ChamoH,” 
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“4(g). Deleted.’’ 

“5, Deleted.” 

'‘6(ii). Industrial units will not be eligible ior the transport subsidy for 
internal movement of raw materials and finished goods within the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir, the North-eastern' region, the State of Himachal Pradesh 
and the hilly areas of Uttar Pradesh State.” 


“6(iil), In the ca'se of Jammu and Kashmir, transport subsidy will be given 
for transport costs between the location of unit and the rail head of Jammu or 
Pathankot, whichever is nearer. 

In the case tjf Himachal Pradesli, the transport subsidy will be given between 
the location of industrial unit in the State and the nearest rail head on broad 
gauge line, viz., (i) Pathankot, di) Kiratpur Sahib, (iii) Nangal, (Iv) Kalka, (v) 
Ghanauli, (vi1 Yamuna Nagai. (viii Bai'ara, and (viii) Hoshlarpur. 

In the case of hilly ^iieas of Uttar Pradesh State, the transport subsidy will 
l>e given between the location of the industrial unit and the nearest rail head 
on broad gauge line, viz., (i) Dehradun, (ii) Ri.shikesh, (ili) Moradabad, (iv) 
Bareilly, (v) Kotdwava and (vi) Shahajahanpur.” 


“(6(iv) In the case of north-eastern region comurksing the States of Assam, 
Meghalaya, Nagaland, Manipur, Tripura and the Union Territories of Arunachal 
Pradesh and MDoram, the tran,''port .subsidy will be given on Ihe transport cost® 
between SUiguri and the .locution of the industrial unit in these States/Unlon 
Territories. While calculating the transport costs of raw materials the cost "of 
movement by rail from Stliguri to the railway station nearest to the location of 
the indu.strial unit and thei’eafler the cost of movement by road to the location 
of the indu-strial unit 'vvill be taken into account. Similarly, while calculating 
the transport costs of (IniThed goods the cost of movement bv road from the lega¬ 
tion of industrial unit to the nearest railway station and thereafter the cost of 
movement bv nail to Siliguri will be taken into account. In the case of north¬ 
eastern region, for raw materials movnng enth’ely by road or other mode of 
transport, the transport costs will be limited to the amount v/hich the industrial 
unit might have paid, lutcl tlio ra\r materials moved from Siliguri by rail unto 
the railway station neare.sl In the location of the industrial unit and thereafter 
by road. Similarly, in the cose of movement of finished goods moving entirely 
by road or other mode of transport in the north-eastern region, the transport 
costs will be limited to the amount which the industrial unit might have paid, 
had the finished goods moved from the location of the industrial units to the 
nearest railway station bv J'oad and thereafter by rail to Siliguri.” 


“6(x). Thp State Govenimept/Union Territory Administration will set up o 
Committee consisting of the Director of Jndnstries. a representative each of the 
State Industries Department nnd the S+ate Finance Department, etc., on which 
a representative of the Ministry of Industrial Development will also be nomi¬ 
nated. The Committee will operat'o at the StateiUnion Territory level and 
.scrutini.se and .settle all clplm- of lrnn.='Dort snbsidv .irising in' the State-Union 
Territory. The clalmrnits should be asked to provide proof of r>w materials 
“imported” into and finished gn-jda ‘‘erportpd” nut of the selected StateslUnion 
Territory/area, where the unit is itoated. from the reoistered chartered account¬ 
ants. The Committee mav also lay down the production of any other documents 
which in their opinion is noei '■sar'^ to decide- the elifribililv of the claimant for the 
transport .subsidy Hon-ever, in the case of small units with a capital iiivestment 
of R,s. 1 lakh o?- le.ss, th^ I'cqniremeiit of production of certificate from Chartered 
Accountant may be n/aii'er) .subieet to the condition that such claims fire 'pro¬ 
perly yei'ihpd bv the Stale Cov'-rpment authorjtie,'- before the subsidy is 
f-Finctionedldi.sbur'sed After liavinv rcj-ntiniscd and settled the claima, the amount 
disbursed to indu.stri-il units sboidd fir.ri be adius+ed acainst the oubtandlng 
wpvy end mean ■ of ndvanecK made to the State Government/Union Territory 
Administration for Centrnllv snon‘-- 0 ”"d Schemes in' accordsnec with the p-ro- 
cedrU'o ontliped in the Ministry of Finance letter No. g(17)PTJ/,^k, dated 12th 
May. 1058 and the balpnco. if anv. shall be paid in cash to the State Govem- 
ment/Union Territory Adminiatration.” 
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"Provided that in the case of small units with a capital investment of 
Bs, 1,00,000 and loss, the requirement of production of proof of import of rtw 
material and export oi finished products from registered Chartered Accountant 
■will be substituted bv appropriate veriflcation by the State Government 
Authorities.
